At the State House Governor 
Wolcott with, his entire staff, headed by 
Adjutant General Dalton, were waiting 
to review the regiment. The soldiers 
marched in three sections, each headed 
by a band. 
, The greatest throng of spectators was 
In the vicinity of the State House. As 
the regiment approached, the Governor 
and his attendants marched down the 
steps ta the sidewalk, where they stood 
for the review. Colonel Whitney and 
the officers of the various companies, 
who wore their side arms, saluted as 
they passed, the Governor acknowledg- 
ing the1 action by lifting his hat. 
. After the regiment had passed, a coun- 
ter march was ordered, and the com- 
panies formed for dress parade in front 
of the State House. 


Colonel Whitney ordered the flags "to 


the front and center/' The buglers 
naluted the colors, amid loud cheers of 
the spectators.
